A survey, to obtain information relating to all denom- 
mations and religious organizations represented in the two 
Latin sections of Tampa, was conducted by the writer. 

There are many different aspects which can be considered 
in the study of churches, or religious programs, Many differ- 
ent types of surveys have been made for the purpose of pro- 
moting a closer union between the church and the cammnity,. 

The reason for selecting this subject, is to bring the 
church and community into closer relationship so that the 
boys and girls will have a broader and more wholesome oute 
look on life. This unity of purpose should contribute to 
the decrease of delinquency in the schools and in the comn- 
ity at large. 

It is assumed that the church, along with the home and 
also the school, forms the center, or core, of a commnity. 
Also, assuming that the ideal onvironment surrounding a child's 
life and future, depends upon the constant association with 
and by an understanding of the church and its program, it has 
been found that the more the people in the community and the 
churches are drawn together into a closer fellowship, the 
better that commnity will be in which to live. 
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It has always been the definite aims of the church 
leaders to help build up u spirit of brotherly love; to 
1ift up the morale of the people, and to help make the 
very best citizens of the youth of the country, in order 
that) as ruture citizens, they might be better able to 
guide our country, not only physteally, mentally and nor- 
2117 but also spiritually.

* Religion is, to a considerable extent, the product of 
its environment. In the two Latin sections of Tampa, it 
is a mixture of traditional and neo-Catholicism with Pro- 
testantism, bor City and West Tampa oan best be under- 
stood by a glance at the early history of Tampa. France, 
Spain, Imgland, and the United States, in turn, had control 
of Florida; its population from the earliest times has been 
a mixture of people from these different sountries. Tampa 
has seemed to draw the Latin people, from Spain, Cuba, Ste 
augustine, Miami, Key West, Pensacola, and New Orleans.” 
In every decade from 1515, when Ponce de Leon discovered 
Florida, until 1765, Spain sent expeditions, explorations and 
colonizations to Florida's southern and eastern shores under 
Ayiion, Narveg, De Soto, De Luna and other leaders, As in 
each 4 instanoe the king's decree declared it "Our Principle 
Intent" to bring the nations to the knowledge and saving pra- 
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figed their lives in Old Tampa Bay in 1839.2 

In 1565, Fr, Martin Francisco Lopez Mendoza Grajales 
became the first parish priest of St, Augustine, Mission- 
aries began their work and at this point of settlement be- 
came the first established parish in the United States.” 
With this point as their headquarters, missionaries were sent 
to, what became the sites of Miami and Tampa, and to other 
points where they seemed necessary. 

Among the many missionary enterprises in Florida, that 
of the Jesuit ordert was the first to attempt organtzed con- 
version, | With the death of St. Francis Borgia, general of 
the Sooiety of Jesus, in 1572, the first Jesuit mission in 
Florida and the Atlantic Seaboard came to an end. This desi- 
sion was reached before the martyrdom of more than half its 
membership, chiefly because of the pressing demands for 
missftonaries in the more promising fields of Mexico, Ca- 
fornia and South and Central America, and the need of teachers 
and ‘thedldgtuns to counteract the Protestant revolt, From

In 1606, Bishop Altamirano, 0.Felie, of Cuba made an 
official visitation of Florida, (the first episcopal visi- 
tation in the United States) and conferred Orders and Con- 
‘Pirmations In 1612, the first Franciscan Province in the 
United States was erected under the title of Santa Hlena, 
Florida. In 1695, the Franciscans, Kodrego da la Barreda 
and Pedro Galindes, journeyed overiand from Apalache to 
help found Pensacola, Barreda's diary of the exe iition 
is most informatives® 

. Havana Jesuits reopened the Miami Mission in 1743, ©. 
under Father Monaco and Father Alano, They erected a church 
near the present church of San Ignasio in Miami, Though 
forced to return by the Cuban Government, they succeeded | 
in transforming the barbarous natives into a settled dath- 
lic communi ty which ‘still retained the faith when, without 
fault of theirs, they were transported to Indian Territory. 
The tradition of the effect of Cuban missionaries was 
eventually to be felt in Tampae 
Five flags have flown over Florida during its colorful 
History. They were the flags of France, Spain, England, the

its General Mother-house at Rome, Italy. Devoted ‘to 
“preaching, missionary work, education, works of charity, 
eto. Found’ throughout the United States, 
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Confederacy and the United States, Under each of these 
sovereignties the work of evangelization was nobly carried 
on by members of the Franecisean and Dominican Orders and a 
stall but devoted band of ‘secular priests,” and later, vy 
equally self=sacrificing Methodist Cireuit Ridere and Bap- 
tist preachers. 

When the Mnglish received Plorida in 1763, by the treaty 
of Paris, all the public buildings, secular and ecclesiastical, 
were inherited from the Spanish, Various additions and re- 
pairs were made to the governor's house at 8t. Augustine and 
to one of the Spanish Churches which became the parish church 
of the Church of Mgland, Shortly after 1772, the old Bise 
hops's House, together with the convent, was taken over by 
Governor Grant as public property, despite its supposed sale 
or the Spanish, and was partially reconstructed as a state 
house, ‘The Old Indian church on the outskirts of the town 


served after 1770 as the militery hospital.® 
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The sont ingent fund paid the parson’s home rent and also 
the repairs to the parish church, The Grown agent sent out 

a Bible, two prayer books, some commnion plates, and an 
altar cloth, for the church, Apparently the British mission- 
aries did not reach the Tampa area because there seems to be 
no mention made in any historical records. 

The Roman Catholic community cf the Minoreans of New 
Suyrna was allowed to bring over two priests of its own 
faiths Pather Camps aid noble work in New Smyrna and in 
Ste hagrustine but was hemperod because of the fact that 
British toleration for the Romen Catholics did not extend 
to the recognition of any foreign jurisdiction. An Anabaptist 
eongregstion of Hegroes in Ste Augustine, holding services in 
2 cabin, as carly ag 1784, completed the religious roster of 
the British ‘provinges® This congregation foreshadowed the 
Negro Baptiat churches whieh are now found througndat Florida.

dna Tampa Bay was first named Bahia del Espirtu Santo 


(Holy Spirit Bay), by Hernando De Soto, the Spanish explorer, 
who landed near Tampa, in 1639, and beseiged the Indian settle- 
ment. Nearly three centuries later, on Decomber 10, 1823, 
Colonel George Brooke, leading a detachment of United States 
‘troops, was sent to Tampa to locate a camp to protect the 
(governnent property .?°

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Prom then until the advent of the Spanish American War 
in 1898, Tampa remained a small port city, proteoted by Fort 
Brookes However, it came into historical prominence during 
the Wary, as a point of embarkation for troops being sent to

In November 1864, Gaevine Gutierrez, a New York broker, 
and importer of Spanish and American goods, came to Tampa 
seeking a site for manufacturing guava products, While pro- 
paring bo return to New York, he decided to go to Key West 
to visit some friends. mere he met Ignacio Haya and Ve 
Martinez Tor, cigar manufacturers, who were planning to 
leave Key West and meve to Galveston, Texas, because of 
labor difficulties. Upon hearing of this situation, ur. 
Gutierrez invited Messrs, Raya and Ybor to consider Tampa 
as a new location, An investigation indicated that condi- 
tions were favorable for the manufacture of cigars, but no 
agreement could be reached with the Board of Trade, when 
the two men were about to leave for Galveston, Golonel We 
Be Henderson offered them some valuable property, and Mir, We 
Ge, Brown also offered te give some land if the visitors, would 
establish their dusiness in .fampa. Although Messrs, Haya and 
Ybor, did not accept these offers, they were very much in- 
fluenced and, upon further investigation, purchased land just 
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outside the Tampa city limits, fhis development grew into 
a community known all over the world as Ybor City, Florida, 
in honor of V, Martinez Ybor who was one of the first leaders 
to introduce the manufacture of cigars into Hillsborough 
anten Lab dean!

This plant features 

cigars made by hand, although most of them are made 

by machine. 

As would seem natural, the Roman Catholics were the first 
to provide for the spiritual welfare of Tampa's Latin popue 
lation, In the late eighties, Father Charles Peterman and 
Father Felix Swemberg, two of the diocesan priests, fell 

-wictims of the dreaded yellow fever. Both of these priests 
died at their posts of duty in Tampa, October 31, 1887, One 
year later on September 24, 1888, Reverend Dennis O'Sullivan, 
who had been sent there to help the other two Fathers, died 
of the same disease. 14 

In 1889, Father Quinlan arrived in Tampa to assist

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CHAPTER III
